Diabetics needed for new drug experiment

Diabetics, who are being treated 
with pills, are needed to participate in 
the study of a new drug that inhibits 
the absorption of fat cells, and is 
believed to cause weight loss. 

The study is being conducted by the 
University of Utah School of 
Medicine, along with 12 other centers 
across the country. 

“The drug has been tested rather 
extensively for general weight loss 
and has been found to be very effec- 
tive,” said Paul Reber, D.O., director 
of the Diabetes Clinic at University of 
Utah Hospital. “We are now trying to 
see if the drug will work in diabetes 
patients, to improve the control of 
blood-sugar levels.” 


Reber said, “This could be the 
weight-loss drug of the future. If it is 
used along with a good diet and exer- 
cise, it could significantly help people 
lose weight and maintain a a, 
lifestyle.” 

The diabetes clinic at the U of Ui is 
looking for overweight men and 
women who have adult-onset dia- 
betes, and who are being treated with 
pills for blood-sugar control. 

“Anyone who is 18-years-old, and is 
‘willing to come to Salt Lake for 
appointments is invited to participate 
in the study,” said Doug Boudreaux, 
associate director of Public Affairs for 
the University of Utah Health 
Sciences Center.

Yemen civil war continues: 25 die: 
in Scud attack on northern capital

SAN*A, Yemen — Southern forces 
fired a Scud missile into the northern 
capital of San’a on Wednesday, 
killing 25 people and dragging -civil- 
ians into a week-old civil war that has 


- been fought largely by the rival mili- 


taries. 

Northern and southern forces have 
accused the other of atrocities, but the 
early morning strike was the first con- 
firmed attack that killed civilians. 

“This cowardly, treacherous act will 
not go unpunished,” President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh was quoted as saying 
by official San‘a radio. 

Saleh said 53 people were killed or 


wounded in the attack. Earlier, acting- 


Prime Minister Mohammed Saeed al- 
Attar told reporters 25 people died, 
but did not say how many were 
wounded. 

The Soviet-built missile hit the 
crowded Hassaba neighborhood, -near 
an industrial area on the capital’s out- 
skirts. 

The missle struck at 1 a.m. as resi- 
dents were asleep, demolishing about 
five mud-and-brick houses. After 
dawn, mangled wrought iron and 
shreds of wicker baskets were strewn 
about. 

Since last week, five missiles have 
landed in San‘a, but none exploded. 

The civil war in Yemen began May 
5, shattering hopes for salvaging the 
4-year-old union between conserva-

The 1990 merger had been popular 
among the nation’s 14 million people. 
The countries’ armies, intelligence 
services, police and bureaucracies 
were never merged. 

Mounting economic problems and a 
bitter feud between the leaders of the 
north and the south only worsened 
tensions. 

At the site of Wednesday’s attack, 
hundreds of people clambered onto 
overturned cars and rubble to get a 
glimpse of the demolished homes. 
Some shouted “Allahu akbar,” or 
“God is great.” Others attacked the 
south. 

“What’s the purpose of this?” asked 
Khaled, a civil servant who refused to 
give his last name. “If they were real- 
ly strong, they would attack the army 
and not innocent civilians.” 

Toward midday, bulldozers began 
plowing away the rubble and a fire 
engine turned its hose on the crowd to 
clear the area. 

“No matter what people say, every- 
body is scared after last night,” said 
Ibrahim, an oil worker from the south, 
who also declined to give his last 
name. 

“It is up to God to decide when I 
should die. I might die in a car acci- 
dent or I might die by a Scud, but ’m

Rival gangs repaint streets of West Valley 


WEST VALLEY CITY — Three teen gangs are battling each other with 
spray paint.

$40,000. 

“They hit all over the place,” said Sgt. Randy Pond. 

The graffiti party was centered along 3600 West, between 3500 South and 
4100 South. Hunter High School and Valley Junior High School were painted, 
while Granger High School was left untouched. 

Two teens, both with criminal records, have been arrested. Officials have not 
released their names. 

Officers also seized dozens of spray-paint cans, some of which may. have 
been stolen Saturday night from a Sherwin-Williams Co. paint store. 


Palestinian police begin negotiating peace 


DEIR AL-BALAH, Gaza Strip — Palestinian police knocked down security 
barriers Wednesday, hours after taking over the town from Israeli troops. Now, 
people want other symbols of the hated occupation to disappear. 

“No more stone-throwing,” contractor Samir Abu Zeid said Wednesday. “I 
think stability will return to this town.” 

The Israeli Cabinet approved a withdrawal schedule for the army Wednesday, 
after eight hours of debate and a walkout by opposition lawmakers. 

Both Yossi Sarid, the environment minister who helped negotiate the self-rule 
agreement, and the PLO commander, Maj. Gen. Nasr Yousef, said enough 
police would be in place for Israeli troops to be out of Gaza and Jericho by next 
Wednesday. 

The timetable would have the Israelis gone a week before the deadline. The 
agreement is a test case for a broader peace later between Israel and the 
Palestinians. 


Study finds dioxin may harm the unborn 


*°WASHINGTON — Exposure to even minute traces of ‘dioxin, much of it 
thtough the food chain, poses wider health risks than suspected, and may harm 
the human immune system and fetal development, according to preliminary 
‘results of a government study. : 

‘The study, by Environmental Protection Agency scientists, suggests for the 
first time that cancer may not be the most troubling health concern posed by 
dioxin, a chlorine-based toxic compound present in the environment. 

_ Instead, dioxin even at common levels of exposure through the natural food 
chain may cause reproductive and developmental problems and suppress 
human immune systems. The scientists emphasized the conclusions are based 
largely on animal studies. 

The 2,000-page EPA report is expected to be released this summer. EPA offi- 
cials emphasized the document is preliminary and could change. The findings 
are likely to provoke controversy within the scientific community. 

Several scientists who have reviewed a summary of the EPA draft document 
for the chemical industry characterized the study as flawed, with numerous

WASHINGTON — The Senate went on record 
Wednesday opposing a House crime bill section 
that would let death penalty defendants introduce 
racial statistics on capital punishment. 

By a vote of 58-41, the Senate passed a non-bind- 
ing resolution asking the House and Senate crime 
bill conferees to “totally reject the so-called Racial 
Justice Act provision contained in the crime bill 
passed by the House.” The conferees have not yet 
met. 

Twenty Democrats joined 38 Republicans in vot- 
ing to cut the provision, while six Republicans 
joined 35 Democrats in voting to retain it. 

Sen. Alfonse D’Amato, R-N.Y., warned before 
the vote that the provision would be a “poison pill” 
that would bring down the crime bill if it were kept 
in. : 

“IT would term this proposal nothing more than an 
exercisé in political correctness being injected into 
our legal system,’ D’Amato argued on the Senate

Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich., urged the conferees 
after the vote to retain it, calling it “a erucial civil 
rights measure whose sole purpose is to ensure fair- 
ness in the imposition of the death penalty.” 

Sen. Carol Moseley-Braun, D-Ill., the only black 
senator, countered: “Despite the claims of some of 
the opponents, the Racial Justice Act does not elim- 
inate capital punishment. It merely prohibits contin- 
ued racial discrimination in the administration of 
the death penalty.” 

The measure barely survived in the House crime 
bill when an effort to replace it with an alternate by 
Rep. Bill McCollum, R-Fla., failed by a 217-212

Newly stocked streams 
attract Utah fishermen

Anyone anticipating the 1994 fish- 
ing season does not need to wait for 
Memorial Day weekend to travel to a 
favorite river or lake, said Scott Root, 
regional information manager for 
Utah Wildlife. 

“Utah’s 1994 fishing season is well 
underway,” Root said. “We are antici- 
pating great things this year on most 
of Utah’s waters. Most of the local 
rivers and lakes have already been 
stocked and we’re already receiving 
good reports.” 

Doug Robinson, Springville 
Hatchery superintendent, said the 
hatchery hatches over 2 million eggs 
per year. 

“We plan on planting 300,000 
catchable fish this year,” says 
Robinson. “We’ll plant another 
500,000 fingerlings in places like 
Jordanelle, so when it opens next 
year, fish will already be strong in 
numbers.” 

Strawberry Reservoir has always 
been one of the primary attractions 
for Utah fishermen. Root said that 
water conditions right now are best 
for fisherman who prefer fishing from 
the shore, rather than from boats. 

“The reservoir is now ice-free and 
the marina is open,” Root said. “The 
water is still cold, so the fish are close 
to the shore. A lot of people are catch- 
ing nice rainbows on a black Wooly 
Worm.” :

World crises needs 
students’ input, 
professor says

Student awareness, willingness and 
contributions to growing international, 
educational and economic woes 
should increase, a Pakistani educator 
said to a group of BYU faculty, 
Wednesday. 

“As educators, we have an obliga- 
tion to expose our students to the real- 
ities which now face over one billion 
individuals in the world,” M.K. 
Bacchus, director of the Institute for 
Education Development at Aga Khan 
University in Karachi, said. “We must 
make them aware that the situation is 
inextricably linked to the social, eco- 
nomic and political relationship 
between economically more devel- 
oped and developing countries.” 

Bacchus said student projects should 
involve on-site contact with lesser 
developed communities around the 
world. These projects prepare stu- 
dents to question some of the basic 
assumptions and precepts of their 
societies rather than to adapt to them, 
Bacchus said. 

BYU faculty members agreed with 
Bacchus’ theories, yet questioned 
their possible application at this insti- 
tution. 

“We often achieve intellectual 
awareness here, but [it occurs] with- 
out becoming emotional enough to do 
anything about it,” said Thomas E. 
Lyon, director of undergraduate stud- 
ies in the Spanish and Portuguese 
department. “Students say the world 
has problems, but then they say ‘Oh, 
I’ve got to go to the Cougareat.’” 

As a teacher, Stefinee Pinnegar, 
assistant professor in the’ secondary 
education department, noted the diffi- 
culties of promoting awareness. 

“Students don’t believe they can 

make a difference,” Pinnegar said. “If 
our students were more willing to sac- 
rifice for the poor among us, they’d 
be more willing to sacrifice interna- 
tionally.” 
- “The education should be the type 
that encourages enterprise and inno- 
vation, helping students. to overcome 
some traditional values ad beliefs that 
might have a negative influence, on 
the changes necessary for develop- 
ment,” he said. : 

Educators should also examine the 
role education plays in achieving , 
greater distribution of resources and 
in correcting social injustices, 
Bacchus said.

comments. “We want the cutthroat 
population to increase, and people can 
still take their limit of rainbows.” 

The Provo River has already been 
stocked for the year as well, and 
according to surveys the population of 
trout is up. 

“We're pretty much done stocking 
the Provo River now,” said Doug 
Robinson, “There should be enough 
catchable fish in there for the entire 
summer.” 

Root agreed, stating there are about 
3,000 fish per mile on the Provo — 
most of them over 15 inches. 

The Fish and Wildlife Department 
will be conducting further surveys 
later in the year, to determine where 
the fish go relating to oxygen content 
in the river. Root said electro-shock- 
ing will occur, to bring the fish to the 
surface for tagging, measuring and 
weighing. The fish are then returned 
to the river. 

Deer Creek, further up Provo 
Canyon, is stocked late each fall. 
Last October, 30,000 larger Rainbows . - 
were planted with hopes of increasing 
the trout population in the reservoir. 

“About 10 years ago, someone ille- 
gally introduced walleye into Deer 
Creek,” Root said. “The number one 
source of food for walleye is rainbow 
trout, so we are forced to plant larger 
rainbows to keep up.” 

Many other local lakes, streams and 
rivers have also already been stocked. 
In the last few weeks, medium sized 
rainbows have been planted in Hobble 
Creek, Diamond Fork, Vernon Creek 
Reservoir, the Jordan River, Payson 
Lake and the urban Provo River. 
These areas receive heavy fishing 
each year and require the hatchery to 
stock them often.
